Tho eggs retail (or about 83 an ounce, but 


tho depai tmuifc of agriculture has been for 
somo years furnishing applicants with o 
small quantity with which to experiment 
Tho oggs ai o about tho size and shape of a 
turnip seed, and when properly impregnated 
arc lilac, slate, gray or green in color, with a 
small dark spot at ono end 
This is the ml 


oropylo through which the eggs are Impreg- 
nated bef01 e ovlposition, and through which 
tho w 01 m at tho pi opor time emerges. When 
tho ogg is first laid it is a light yellow and If 
itsoiomains Is worthless, but if fertile It 
will change color in a few daya 


Having secured the eggs, being sure to 


obtain them from a reliable source, place 
them whoi o thoy con bo kept cold and ia no 
dangei of batching prematurely 
If they 


should, howover, get tho start of you, feed 
them on dandelion or tender lettuce 
They 


do not i ehsh this food, but con live on it a 
short tamo. When the leaves begin to put 
foith on gura trees, "sot" the eggs by spread- 
ing them e\ only on a tray in some place 
where the temperature can be kept at about 
80 degs Keep tho air moist, if possible, as 
that-nill assist tho hatching 
After setting 


your eggs—I have always set mine in my liv- 
ing room near tho stove, covering them 
lightly, nnd Keeping tho kettle boding for 
their benefit—prepare your cocoonery For 
this any loom will do that can be well 
warmed and ventilated. Its furniture con- 
sists of tall sti ong frames reaching nearly to 
the coiling, so made that when the trays rest 
noon them tho trays will be about two feet 
apart, ono above tho other 


Tho feeding trays are where the worms 


live and oat Until spinning time they are 
content to slay within those narrow bounda- 
ries 
The ti ays are made by nailing together 


foui pieces of lath, edge- 
wise, of a convenient sUo 
to handle, about 2^x3 
is a good size. 
Thoy 


must bo ci iss-crossed with 
twine half an inch apai t, 
as bei o sho^v n Plenty of 
theso, with a small stove, 
a thermomotci, a coupl 
of tables aud plenty of mustjulto netting— 
white—will famish the cocoonery 


In about six days your eggs will have 


turned a 1)1 tie lighter in coloi, and if you 
obsoivo closely you can hoar a faint clicking 
sound an ong them, and see slight move- 
ments, and about tho sixth or seventh morn 
ing }ou will flud numbers of tmy black 
creatures among the oggs. 


As soon os tho worms appear spread over 


them a pieco of musquito netting and sprln 
klo it with bits of leaf, and theso will soon 
bo covered with tho little things, who imme- 
diately begin the w oik for which thoy seem 
to have been created 
Thoy eat incessantly, 


ravenously, and the delighted attendant 
never tu es of watching them 
I have got 


out of bed in tho night and watched them, 
unmimUul of tho flight of timo and danger 
of chills. You can seo them grow insi70 
and comeliness 
While small thoy are not 


very exacting m their demands, yet a great 
deal of time is apt to bo spent (not ill spent, 
either) in theio observations 
Each day 


they aro Inrgei and lighter in color

Ihoy should bo plentifully fed from the first 
Tho leaves will got dry before tho young 
worms c in eat them, and should bo given

which arc too iich for the worms They 
shouklinv anably be fed early in the morn- 
ing, about 0 o clock, and as late as 10 o'clock 
in tho oveamg 
When tie worms ore large 


jou can heap leaves upon the trays in the 
evening for then last meal, and thoy will 
manage to have tho trays bare and ezcito 


rour waimest commiseration by their ap- 
parently starving condition, as they turn re- 
proachfully toward you when you get there 
inthomoinmg 
But the baby worms must 


bo fed lightly, or you will lose many of them. 


About tho fifth or sixth day your family 


will begin to lose appetite and to look moro 
shiny, and a small, dark, three cornered spot 
will show between tho tiny head and the 
hood liko part back of tho head. This is the 
beginning of tho first molt or sleep, of which 
it will have four before retiring from the 
public gaze to prepare for its transformation. 
The molt t. tho c«sting o/ tfie skin which baa 
been outgrown. Tho worm in molt raises tho 
front of its body sitting quite erect in solemn

from tho committee on foreign affairs, report- 
ed, ivnd asked immediate consideration of the 
Sonata bill to prevent tho coming of Chlnosa 
laborers Into the United States, with an 
amendment repealing the acts of May, 18$!, 
and July 5,18»t tho repeals to take effect on 
tho ratification of the pending treaty. 


Mr. McCroury gave a brief history of the 


Chinese treaty, and said that If the Senate 
bad ratified tho treaty ns sent to them by tho 
President, Instead of nmcnilinu it, Chinese Im- 
migration would now he stopped. Ho said the 
President und Secretary of State deserved 
groat credit for nt'gotlatfnR the now treaty, 
which would give the people of the Pa clue 
coast tho relief long asked for, and It was tho 
duty of tho House to uct at once on this Im- 
portant matter und give to tho people of the 
Pacific coast tho relief they wore clainorlnR 
for. 


Mr. Morrow (Cal.), Hooker (Mlas.) and Chap- 


man (Mich.) spoke in favor of tho bill. 


Mr. IJynum (Ind.), In advocating tho passage 


of the bill, criticized the Republican party for 
Its failure In years past to stop tho Importation 
of contract labor. That party had favored the 
opening of tho doors to ohoap labor, but want- 
ed them closed on ohoap goods. More than 
this, tho Republican candidate for tho Presi- 
dency had voted against bills to restrict orsua 
pend Ohlnoso Immigration. It was true thai 
Qonorul Harrison hod declared that ho had op- 
posed the bills because ho had considered them 
In violation of treaty stipulations, but with due 
regard for Oenoriil Harrison, ho would say that

as to bo governed. General Harrison now said, 
an a further excuse, that he did not understand 
the question at tho time, but that he had ulnco 
learned all about It and was all right now.

all subterfuges this was tho shallowest. Dur- 
ing the campaign General Harrison might do 
elare from the stui ip thnt tho standard of labor 
must be maintained, hut nobody could find thai 
during tho debute In tho Senate lie had ovci 
spoken a word of sympathy for tho wage-work- 
or of America. 


Mr. Cannon (111.) said that tho treaty with 


China, negotiated by Mr. Evarts ns Secretary 
of State, was confirmed In tho fall of 1880, when 
a Democratic Congress \tns In existence. Thi 
evasion of the treaty arose from tho fact thai 
from tho date of tho ratification of the troats 
In 1880, until March, 1982, thoro had boon no leg- 
islation to carry out Us provisions. The 
Democratic Congress had novor attempted to 
write any legislation on tho statute books to 
enforce tho treaty. 


Mr. Hynum said ho was not horo to respond 


to what hud not been dona by tho Democrats, 
but what hud heon done by the Republicans.

Arriving.here, the visitors were met by 


a committee from the Indianapolis Trav- 
eling lien's Association. The Peorla 
men wore linen dusters and silk hats, 
and each carried an attractlva little red, 
white and blue umbrella. The Blooming 
ton men carried umbrellas of different 
colors nud somewhat larger than those 
borne by the Peoria visitors. They also 
had strapped over their shoulders a small 
grip, the emblem of their profession. In 
the two delegations there were about 
four hundred and fifty, so that they pre- 
sented a very noticeable sight marching 
up from the depot.

ONE HUNDRED AM) SEVENTEEN. 
Corrected Statement of the Loss ol Iiile 


by the BinkinK ol the Qeiaer. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The number of 


lives lost ou the Geiser lost Tuesday 
morning, reported to tho agent's office to 
be 10B, is Increased to 117 by the report of 
Captain Holler of tho lost ship that the 
crew numbered fifty-five instead of 
forty-three, Inclusive of stewardess. 
Forty-throe was the number stated on 
official authority, but in subsequent con 
ferenoe with those of his crow who were 
saved Captain Moll or says the larger 
number Is correct. Seventeen of these 
having been saved, thirty-eight of the 
crow were therefore lost. This, with the 
total of seventy-nine passengers, mokes 
'the number of victims 117. 


Tho discrepancies in the statements as 


to the number of the crow was caused by 
the fact that eight or nine of the crew 
originally shipped at Copenhagen desert- 
ed before the vessel sailed. Others had 
been shipped at the lost moment,but theii 
names are unknown. 


Captain Holler and a number of the 


survivors of the Geiser's crew, will sail foi 
home on tho steamship Wielaud, which 
leaves for Hamburg next Thursday.

for the least violation of any of the 
by-laws. A candidate is also required to 
take an obligation in addition to all 
others, that he was accessory to some 
crime—some outrage of the White Caps 
for Instance—and this he must voluntari- 
ly do before some authorized magistrate 
and place in the hands of the lodge which 
he enters. This last requirement is real 
ly the preliminary step of tho novitiate 
before his application for membership is 
considered, as it gives the lodge a power- 
ful hold upon the candidate before ha 
knows a single one of its secrets. It vir- 
tually makes a man swear that he is a 
criminal, and places the evidence of his 
guilt in the hands of the White Caps. 


The detective complied with all of these 


conditions, although with considerable 
feigned hesitation. 
Once admitted, ha 


was again submitted to many curious 
tests and much questioning in order to 
teat his thorough sincerity—one of these 
being a frightful ordeal, in which he 
found himself convicted of having en • 
tered the order with sinister motives and 
condemned to be shot thorofor. At the 
last moment-after being led to a swamp, 
gagged snd blindfolded, he was given an 
opportunity to confess and save his life. 
These stages of the Initiation being 
passed, the purposes of tho order wore 
then unfolded.

Dr. Brooks in Decatur. 


"A, F. Smith, general manager Nation- 


al Prohibition camp-meetinK," baa an 
article in last Saturday's Chicago Herald, 
in which he seeks to explain away a part 
of Dr. Brooks' speech. Mr. Smith quotes 
the following, being the language that 
the wicked Republican press charges Dr. 
Brooks with having given utterance to 
at the recent camp-meeting: 


"I have been in the South and I owned slaves 
there; I sympathized with the South and prayed 
tor the success of the Cou federate cause, but my 
prayers were not answered; I have been a Item- 
ocrut, but, thank God, I never wasa Republican; 
I will never have that siu to answer for." 


General Manager Smith then makes 


reference to the above language us fol- 
lows: 


While Dr. Brooks, during his speech, used 
words which put together would make tliu 
quo- 
tation above, he said other tilings in the'same 
connection which have beeu intentionally sup- 
pressed by the Republican press in order to 
mislead and proludice its coiiUding and over- 
credulous readers, liefore using the language 
given above Dr. Brooks frankly said that in 
being upon the side of slavery he was wrong. 
He then insisted very earnestly that Republi- 
cans and Democrats who favored the legalizing 
ot the dram-shop trallic, and were responsible 
for its perpetuity, were wrong, just as h« was 
mistaken and wrong In the support of slavery. 
After showing that the Democratic and Itcpuh- 
lisau parties were both committed to the liquor 
interest and responsible for its fearlnt results, 
and giving his reasons for leaving the Demo- 
cratic parly, lie used substantially the language 
quoted hi the revised and corrected report. 


This statement, coming as it does, from 


the manager of the camp-meeting, should 
put at rest the controversy as to what 
Dr. Brooks actually did say. Mr. Smith 
admits that Dr. Brooks uttered the 
offensive words, but explains that "be- 
fore using tlie language given above 
Dr. Brooks frankly said that in being 
upon the side of slavery he was wrong." 
To make his testimony stronger, Manager 
Smith closes the next sentence by Baying 
that Dr. Brooks "used substantially the 
language quoted in the revised and cor- 
rected report." It is clear from the tes- 
timony produced that Dr. Brooks did 
use the language imputed to him, and 
the only thing thnt remains in dispute is 
the meaning he intended to convey. Tho 
only reasonable conclusion at which to 
arrive, in view of the bitter and venom- 
ous character of Dr. Brooks' speeches ut 
Deoatur, and especially his villainous 
attack upon the Republican party and 
its platform, is that he still belongs to 
that large class ot unrepentant ex-rebels, 
who cannot forgive the party who had fio 
much to do with bringing to naught the 
cause for which he so earnestly prayed 
While the logic of events forces Dr. 
Brooks to admit that God did not an- 
swer his prayers for the success of the 
rebellion, yet the sting of defeat is so 
deep in his heart thnt in an unguarded 
moment he thanks God that ho hud never 
been n Republican. It will also be re- 
membered 
by those who heaid Dr. 


Brooks that he was unwilling that tho 
Republican party should claim any credit 
for the emancipation of the slaves. He 
declared that tho Abolitionists, God anil 
Abraham Lincoln, freed tho slaves, and 
his speeches were BO full of venom and 
bitterness thnt many of tho Prohibition- 
ists have admitted that they were un- 
suited for this Intitude. After all that 
has been said and written as to whal> Dr. 
Brooks actually did say, wo are glad that 
Mr. A. F. Smith has limdly added his 
testimony thnt Dr. Brooks did use "sub- 
stantially tho language quoted in the 
revised and corrected report."

The Biohes of Alabama Exhibited, 


Two Exhibit Can with Specimens of Grain, 


Wood, Fruit oad Mineral-Finwn 


Southern Gentlemen. 


The P., D. & E. brought to our city 


Saturday an exhibit oar from Alabama 
loaded with specimen products bom that 
state. The oar remained on the aide 
track near Eldorado street from Saturday 
afternoon till ;6:4Q this morning. Fully 
3,000 people were shown through the car 
during the stay here by the gentlemen 
in charge, who manifested great pleasure 
in making known' to the people of the 
North the riches [of their great state. 
The exhibit car was divided into eight 
apartments and contained specimens of 
wood, iron ore, fruit, cotton, grasses, 
coal, grainjand soil, with many curiosities. 
The car was well arranged with the speci- 
mens on either side and passage way be- 
tween. The object of this tour through 
the North is to dispel the idea long ex- 
isting that Alabama is fit only for the 
culture of cotton and the watermelon. 
They are trying to do on u/ieefewhat 
many cities are attempting by organizing 
boards of trade and advertising exten- 
sively through the press. The plan was 
instituted by W. F. Eobb, of Montgom- 
ery, the commissioner of agriculture and 
immigration of the state of Alabama. 
He is assisted by representatives ot a 
number of Alabama cities and sections, 
the mineral, agricultural and timber dis- 
tricts all being included. They are Dr. 
J. J. Barkley,cf Deoatur; W. P. Pinck- 
ard, of Birmingham; J. F. Bnrk, ot Shef- 
leld; Col. T. H. Jones, of Florence; J. 
EC. Armstrong, of Perry county; N. J. 
Berry, of Selma; L. A. Lyons, of Mason 
county; L. B. Mnsgrove, of Jasper; M. 
H. Cobbs, of Anniston; W. C. Bibb, of 
Montgomery; W.F.Baldridge,of Hunts- 
ville; Jno. F. Porter, of Brewton; Dr. 
Alonzo Monk, of Anniston; J. P. Oliver, 
of Calera, and Chappell Cory, ot Mont- 
gomery. They are all perfect gentlemen, 
apparently possessing all the character- 
sties of shrewd, enterprising business 
men, who are alive to the success of their 
own cities and state. 
They are thor- 


oughly posted in regard to their state 
and are loud in its praises. They say 
ihey are happy to inform us that her 
>eople are awakening to the fact that 
ihere is untold wealth in the South, and 
.hut soon the entire country will realize 
.hat foot. 


MINEBAL. 


Alabama is the most rapidly develop- 


ng and richest in mineral resources of 
all the southern states. Naturally the 
mine exhibits occupy a large portion of 
>he oar, Of the cities which have exhib- 
ts, in 1880 the census gave Birmingham 
ess than 5,000 people and five iron fur- 
naces. To-day it has 40,000 people and 
twenty furnaces, 
Sheffild was, four years 


ago, an old field, and has to-day five fur- 
naces and 5,000 people. Anniston was 
opened up five years ago and is now a 
city of 10,000 people and six furnaces. 
Florence and Deoatur are old cities that 
awoke less than two years ago. To prove 
.he wealth of cot>l and iron and marble 
and granite and other minerals on which 
ihis development is founded, there are 
not only specimens of the raw material 
but of this material manufactured into 
various shapes. There are cor wheels, 
ron pipes, pig iron, semi-steel, stoves, 
axles, fire-brick, etc., too numerous to 
mention. It must be seen to be appre- j 
oiated. The specimens of coal and iron 
ore and granite are particularly numer- 
ous in variety and fine in quality. 


WOOD. 


The great timber wealth in Alabama is 


ihe yellow pine, and the specimens are 
>eautiful and highly finished. There are 
seventy-three varieties of wood alto- 
;ether, the most important being the 
pine, hickory, gum, cypress, cedar, chest- 
nut and oak. 


The exhibits certainly justify the re- 


ports of Alabama's great variety of re- 
sources and give point to the legend on 
the car, "The Matchless Besources of 
Alabama." The boomers left this fore- 
noon over the P., D. & E. road with the 
allowing points in view: Peorin, Bock 
island, Davenport, DesMoines, Omaha, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, Milwaukee, Chi- 
cago, thence through Ohio and Indiana, 
aiming to reach home about the middle 
of November—in other words, in time to 
vote. 


AdBICUI/rCBE. 


The specimens of field crops ore espe- 


cially attractive. There are eare of corn 
rom a field that has already produced a 
crop this present year of 60 bushels per 
acre, and on which is now growing a sec- 
ond crop of corn with a fair promise of 
30 bushnls more. Judging from the 
specimens, Alabama is a great grass state. 
We make special mention ot some John- 
son gross that if eight feet high and frcm 
and that produces annually from four to 
ive tone per acre, being cut three times. 
There are fine specimens of mehlotus six 
'eet high, oats, wheat, barley, rye, Ger- 
man millet, the last of a size unknown in 
ibis latitude,\besides caffir corn, Egyp- 
tian wheat, crab grass, clover, hops, sev- 
eral varieties of sorghum, ribbon sugar 
cane, peanuts, tobacco, etc., etc. Of 
nurse cotton, the special product of the 
'ar South, is displayed m its highest per- 
'eotion. Specimens of prairie soil are on 
exhibition in a glass case.

From the second week of its lite .on toine 
list the amount of refuse that accumulates is 
astonishing. The trays should ba changed, 
datlv/orthey will become sour and mold,' 
and'silk worms arc, If possible, more suscep-. 
tible to diseases arising from filthy conditions; 
than are human beings. They cannot endure 
dust, tobacco smoke or bad air; fund this de- 
termination toward cleanliness, together 
with the leaf picking, makesrlife pretty stir- 
j-ingfor tho attendant About eight days 
after tho fourth molt the hitherto quiet 
worms begin to get restless, They leave the 
trays and go prospecting for likely places in 
which to bestow their golden treasure. - They 
are not always easy to please. They have a 
knowledge of their own, and your wishes 
may 
not be theirs, and 
if not, they 


will gain the day. 
You can tie two trays 


together and fasten in those where they are 
feeding, place brush, shavings, crumpled 
pieces of cloth, not or paper, Email paper 
boxes or cones to tempt their wandering 
fancy, and yet some of them will spin in the 
dirt and disorder of the feeding trays, and 
others will manage to elude your watchful 
eye, escape from the rocks to the floor or 
coiling and spin in cracks or corners. But it 
is an era in tho culturist's life when she sees 
the first littie golden ball. 


Tho worm just before spinning clears its 


body and becomes a beautiful, almost golden 
color, nearly transparent. 
After that it 


never eats. Its hour approaches, and, secur- 
ing tho place it seeks, it first attaches a thread 
to one ploco, then to another, much as a spi- 
der does, except that the worm draws the 
thretid from a little tube on its under lip— 
tho spinnet it is called—turning its head 
from side to sido as it spins in short loops, 
thus: 8SS88S. After fastening its supports 
securely it goes to the center, turns itself 
backward like a horseshoe, with its feet out, 
and begins its little coflln. Gradually tho 
veil thickens and covers it and shuts from our 
sight the busy little creature, who toils on 
long after we lose sight of him. 


In about six days from the time the spin- 


ning began, gather your cocoons. Do not 
select the largest but the firmest and smooth- 
est in texture, that is, if you wish to continue 
tho business another season. For an ounce 
of socJ you will need from 200 to250 cocoons. 
These can bo strung carefully, taking pains 
not to pierce tho clirysalis with your needle, 
and hung out of reach of mice. Or they can 
be loosely laid in boxes or shallow pani. 
Tho moths will not appear for several days, 
but those days will not be idle ones by any 
means. Tho cocoons must bo stripped of the 


floss, or outer silk,

Steaming is the 
easiest and best 
method of stifling. 
If near a place 
whero a steam 
ongiiio is working 
a good way of 
steaming is to hove 
a tight box or bar- 
rel with a hole near 
tho bottom 
and 


supports across the 
top ns shown in 
tho diagrams, but 


not too closely together. Then take cheese 
cloth or thin white cotton and make bags 
about three-fourths ot a yard in length and 
not quite so wide. Fill these carefully with 
tho cocooiis to be steamed, and with a 8fc?ut 
thread tiick as you would a mattress. This is 
to keep them from slipping together. Fasten 
these bags with tacks or 
strings to tho slats cross- 
ing the top of tho barrel 
or box. A good sized 
barrel will comfortably 
hold three bags. Fasten 
tho cover on, attach ono 
end of a steam pipe to 
the boiler ami insert the other end in tho 
holo at tho bottom of tho barrel, steam for 
twenty minutes and the work of stifling will 
bo effectually done. 


Another plan is to have n large vessel In 


which a emuller, perforated one can sit with- 
out touching tho water. The cocoons to be 
put in the snmllor ono, and tho water to boil 
furiously twenty-live or thirty minutes. But 
this is tedious. When you steam in thisway 
lay a cloth in tho perforated basin before you 
put tho cocoons in, draw tho ends of tho 
cloth over tho top of tho cocoons and then 
put on tho lid. They must, when steamed, 
bo very carefully handled, as the steam, soft- 
ens them so, and they should be spread 
evenly 011 clemi white cloths iu an airy room 
to dry. If not thoroughly steamed you may 
expect to bo greeted somo morning by the 
fluttering wings of tho escaped prisoners, 
whom a moderate steaming Boerus not to af- 
fect. 


When the chrysalis has burst tho shard and 


made ready to enter upon its new plane of 
existence, which it does by gently forcing 
apai't one end of tho cocoon, it comes forth a 
vory pretty little moth clad iu furry white- 
ness, with heavy black antenna) and aolicato 
traceries of wing. As when a mere worm, it 
is still the most helpless of creatures, being 
able neither t« ily, to eat nor in any way to 
protect itself against injury. Ants, roaches, 
mice, birds, nil are its onomies. Ants will 
carry off tlio eggs, and even pierce tho body 
of the living moth as she is emerging from 
the cocoon and bear away the eggs with 
which sho is laden. The ants, wo all know, 
arc a very enterprising people. 


As tho moths pair tboy should be gently 


lifted aside from tho umnated ones and 
placed whero they can bo undisturbed for 
about six hours. 
When separating them 


handle very gently, so as not to in jure either. 
Placo tho females for* a few moments on 
sheets of blotting or other soft paper, and 
when they have discharged a liquid place 
them on tho mats or cloths whero it la in- 
tended they shall deposit their eggs. If tho 
worms have been perfectly healthy, and you 
do not intend tho eggs for sale, but for your 
own use another year, and aro not going to 
submit- them to a microscopical examina- 
tiou, I prefer woolen cloths, which cau after- 
wards bo hung up in dark places, or if yon 
prefer you can, after ascertaining that tho 
oggs are good (which, as I have before men- 
tioned, is shown by their change of color), 
dip tho cloths iu cool, soft water nnd fold for 
a few moments; then, with a bluut knife or 
paper folder, ccrapo them gently off, dry 
them, but not iu the sun; let thu air dry them 
a .few hours; v/hen thoruughly dry put 
away in thin muslin bags or perforated tin 
boxes, where plenty of nir nud no vermin can 
roach them, and turn ouS occasionally to sea 
that they do liot mold. Iljep tuu:n in a 
cold place. If tboy freeze, do not bo uneasy— 
they have been seat to foreign climes on ice. 
and will suffer no harm—bat guard against 
too groat warmth, for if a sudden worm spell 
comes, or tho heat of a stove Is too ueartUem, 
they may hatch.
